A F a r me r s ’ Convention. 


The fanners of the northwest meet 
in convention at Chicago to-day, to 
look to the great interests in common. 
The purpose of this convention is to 
discuss the overcharges in transporta­ 
tion; to incite and perfect the organi­ 
zation of the agricultural and other 
industrial classes, who chiefly suffer 
from 
these overcharges, in 
every 
State, territory and province in the 
country, with the view of throwing a 
combined and overwhelming 
influ­ 
ence against their further depreda­ 
tions; and to take such measures as 
shall secure prompt and efficient legis 
lation, that shall end in the complete 
extinction of all railways and other 
monopolies now preying upon the in­ 
dustrial interests of America. 
The 
prospects are that a largo attendance 
will lie present, and if they shall deal 
with tin* questions before them in 
moderation, not too rapidly, not un­ 
der the supposition that the farmers' 
interests and the railroad interests 
are entirely antagonistic, a great deal 
of good will lie accomplished.

ali> will be on a paying basis; that is, 
it s receipts will fully meet its outgoes, 
giving, of course, no return for the 
money invested or the labor of the 
proprietors. This is an event rarely 
happening in newspaper annuls in the 
second month of existence. Thus is 
set at rest all doubts of the financial 
success of the enterprise, and renders 
it a fixed fact. 
But the people of Los 
Angeles ought not to expect money to 
be invested in their behalf without a 
return interest, nor labor without com- 
]H?nsation. Let tHeni assist, and the 
H erald will accomplish for them a 
hundred-fold return for their invest­ 
ment. 


The City and the Cas. 


If ever proof were wanted of the dis­ 
graceful results of the squabble be­ 
tween the C’ity Fathers and the gas 
company, that proof was obtainable 
last evening, between the hours of 8 
and 9. A t the risk of incurring the 
displeasure of both corporations, b u t 
in defense of the interests of the citi­ 
zens, the HkRALD protests against this 
Egyptian plague of darkness continu­ 
ing any longer. 
If necessary, a m eet­ 
ing should be called, and the gas com­ 
pany forced to compromise w ith the 
city, or the city with the gas company. 
No mountain-side in a thunder-storm 
was ever darker than was this city last 
night. It was dangerous to life and 
limb. No one could walk a block w ith­ 
out feeling his way, and the crossings 
were especially dangerous on account 
of the hacks going to or from Madamo 
Bishop’s concert. For what do citi- 
zent pay taxes? W hy should they suf­ 
fer from this dispute? 
Unless ener­ 
getic action is taken in this m atter, 
the City Fathers will continue to pun­ 
ish the gas company, and t lie gas com­ 
pany will go on spiting not the corpo­ 
ration, but the inhabitants. The H e r ­ 
a ld has already twice called attention 
to this subject, and it invites the co­ 
operation of all who are interested in 
the welfare of Los Angeles. While 
eastern people are flocking in every 
week to find a permanent or a tempo­ 
rary home, their report of the dark­ 
ness of the city can neither be condu­ 
cive to the interests of the city, nor to 
the credit of Los Angeles. 


Boardins. 
All through town, the demand is for 
board. Yesterday there were several 
persons in the H e r a l d office looking 
up information in regard to boarding 
for themselves or others. Of course no 
difficulty is experienced in obtaining 
day board, but to obtain board and 
lodging under one roof is simply im­ 
possible. Several parties, after can­ 
vassing the entire city and hunting 
with no success, have been obliged to 
leave the city; others have been com­ 
pelled to write to friends not to come, 
as no place could be found for them. 
Why will not some man or men of 
means put up boarding-houses to ac­ 
commodate the demand? or why will 
they not build und furnish houses for 
rental? Every day this is delayed, the 
interests of the town suffer. 


You have often seen an old hen 
w ith one diminutive chicken clucking 
and m aking more 
noise than if 
she were the parent of a brood of a 
dozen. So with San Diego ; she has 
one little bantling in her harbor, fine, 
to be sure, as far as it goes but very 
small; she has no back country that 
will produce; she has to bore the 
ground as well as her neighbors for 
the water which is needed for her 
scanty 3,000 population; she imports 
all she consumes; yet one m ight be 
led to the conclusion from her mucli- 
inra-little newspapers, that she was a 
mighty city, controlling the commerce 
of the world. How terribly deceptive 
are appearances! 


Our San Diego friends, unable to 
give themselves even the odor of 
wine, take revenge upon the Los An­ 
geles people for their abundance, by at­ 
tacking the quality of the wine made 
here. It won’t do, my friends, Los 
Angeles wine has too wide a national 
reputation to have it put out by a cold 
blast from San Diego.

Chris­ 
topher, a one-legged blacksmith, last 
night diseoveredd John Morrow in 
criminal intercourse with his wife, 
and becoming enraged, stabbed his 
three children, then his wile, and then 
attacked Morrow. 
Morrow disarmed 
and killed the husband, stabbing him 
a dozen times. It is thought that the 
wife and one child M ill die. 
The National Life Insurance Compa­ 
ny of New York, has been placed in the 
hands of a Receiver, at the suit of 
stockholders, it appearing, fom an ex­ 
amination by tlie State Superintend­ 
ent, that there is a deficiency in the 
company's revenue fund of $100,000. 
The assets are $044,000 and the liabili­ 
ties $713,000.

On the other hand 
appropriations for 1873exceed those of

San D iego, Oct. 21.

Los Angeles Subsidy. 


The following is a translation of the 
comments of La Crónica on Los An­ 
geles subsidy in its issue of Wednes­ 
day last: 
“Below we translate an article that 
appeared not long ago in the San 
Francisco Bulletin. 
As it contains 
good advice for our people generally 
and for our Supervisors in particular 
we publish 
it, hoping that our 
authorities, albeit they place the 
most implicit confidence in the good 
faith of the R. It. Co. will not fail to 
take that precaution in the interest of 
the people whose guardians they are. 
In tne first place, it is anythtug but 
superfluous and besides, supposing 
that to-morrow or any other day the 
railroad should change hands, which 
would not be anything improbable or 
strange, it would not be bad to have 
some security that the new proprietors 
would fulfill the engagements of their 
assignees.

specified in the contract with Los An­ 
geles county Supervisors. 
But the 
end is not yet. 
In this contract the 
Railroad Company 
stipulated 
and 
agreed to connect the city of Los An­ 
geles with the city of San Francisco 
within five years after the subsidy 
was voted to the company. Until this 
connection is made the contract is not 
fulfilled. If the Board of Supervisors 
are wide awake when these bonds of 
the county are issued, they will put in 
a little provino, that will insure the 
completion of a railroad to San Fran­ 
cisco, or those bonds will be forteited. 
It is easily done, and if the Supervis­ 
ors wish to protect the interest of the 
people they will do it.’ ”
